IS THERE A COVER-UP? 
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FORTY years ago this month, the Second World War in Europe ended 
with the capitulation of Hitler’s armies and the historic meeting of the Red 
Army and the western allies on the banks of the Elbe. That anniversary is 
properly commemorated this month — even if there is a degree of 
historical rewriting going on in certain respects. 

Another anniversary bears equally on the minds of Searchlight and 
many of its readers at the same time. For as we celebrate the historic defeat 
of nazism and its Italian ally, we also remember our founding editor 
Maurice Ludmer, who died suddenly on May 14 1981. For him the events 
surrounding the liberation of Europe had a dramatic and formative 
impact to which the launch and development of Searchlight thirty years on 
may be traced directly. 

Maurice Ludmer, as a young army private, was seconded to the War 
Graves Commission in Europe just a year after the liberation. His work 
took him to Belsen, by now considerably cleaned up but still so pervaded 
by the horror of things done there that he silently pledged himself to the 
task of seeing that such things were never repeated. 

When he died, tragically early four years ago, that vow was more than 
intact. As Searchlight’s founding editor he had come to occupy a pivotal 
and inspirational role in the latter day fight against the resurgence of 
Hitler’s followers. There was no individual contribution to the defeat of 
the National Front in the late 1970s greater than that of Maurice Ludmer. 
Our movement was robbed by his death. 

One of the ironies of marking these two events at the same time is that 
controversies about how to commemorate the end of the war impinge 
directly upon one of the major themes of Maurice Ludmer’s work as a 
journalist and an anti-fascist. 

We have in mind, of course, the rewriting of history involved in 
attempts to convince a post-war generation that victory in 1945 belonged 
to Britain and America alone; that the Soviet Union, for instance, had 
played only a negligible part in defeating Hitler. As our feature in this 
issue recalls, the contribution made by the people and the armies of the 
Soviet Union was unmatched — as was their sacrifice: over 20 million died 
as the heart was torn out of Hitler’s war machine. 

It is, we know, difficult for the Reagans and Thatchers of this age to 
acknowledge any indebtedness in the defeat of history’s greatest tyranny 
to what they now call ‘the evil empire’. And we are not in the least 
surprised at the bizarre corners into which they paint themselves as a 
result. Reagan’s initial refusal to visit a concentration camp (for fear of 
‘opening old wounds’) while showing himself perfectly prepared to 
honour the dead at a German war cemetary, where amongst those buried 
were 32 SS men responsible for the cold-blooded massacre of American 
POWs at Malmedy, tore open old scar tissue which had been years in the 
healing. The outrage of camp survivors and allied veterans was no more 
than he deserved, nor any more than anyone in his right mind should have 
expected. 

It was only the inadvertent gaff of a stalking horse in the shape of 
Baroness Young at the Foreign Office (announcing that Britain had little 
desire to upset modern allies by commemorating the war’s end) which 
enabled Mrs Thatcher to duck and weave her way out of a similarly 
embarrassing predicament. 

And linked inextricably to all this is our cover story this month. 
Recruiting of enemies — even war criminals like Klaus Barbie if this 
happened — was the logical consequence of re-appraising the Soviet 
Union, formerly a valued ally, as a deadly threat. 

Perhaps we should be grateful for anniversaries such as these, bringing 
home to us as they do all the perverse logic of the cold war pathology 
which increasingly afflicts western political minds.

Bootboys inherit Bulldog 





The National Front youth paper 
Bulldog may be close to being put 
down. Tom Acton, a leading light 
in the NF, writes in Nationalism 
Today that it is now likely the paper 
will be handed over to lan Stuart’s 
‘Rock against Communism’ outfit 
and that National Front News will 
serve the youth of the party as well 
as the adults. 

Some observers think it’s far more likely 
that the growing differences between Joe 
Pearce, the working class contender for the 
party leadership, and the more middle class 
leaders Ian Anderson and Nick Griffin are 
growing daily since the arrest of Anderson 
and Pearce on charges under the Race 
Relations Act for publishing Bulldog. 
Pearce, who has already done time for this 
crime in the past, might be behind the plan 
to retreat from Bulldog and hand it over to 
cannon fodder like Ian Stuart and Nicky 
Crane and the rest of the boot boys. 

The drive to recruit the very youngest is 
now under way by the two key groups on 
the far right: the National Front and John 
Tyndall’s British National Party. The latter 
is supported by a rather older group of 
fascists, but both intend to start a large 
scale propoganda drive in schools, youth 
clubs, skinhead pubs and discos, and on the 
football terraces. 

The latest issue of the BNP’s Young 
Nationalist, which clearly contravenes the 
Race Relations Act, is to be handed out at 
school gates up and down the country 
starting in Redbridge, East London. The 
area has large Asian and Jewish 
communities. Local Young BNP organiser 
Tony East (alias Wells) says they are all 
ready to go. In a press release Wells states 
that issue number 6 of this hate sheet ‘hails 
a new dawn of Nationalism in Britain’ 
under the editorship of, (wait for it), Tony 
Wells. It’s doing so well they are thinking of 
giving it away free, he claims. Could it be 
no sensible youngster would dip into their 
pocket money to buy such trash? 

When Searchlight tried to interview Mr 
East (alias Wells) at his home in Brisbane 
Road, Ilford, he was still in bed in the 
middle of the day and unable to speak to 
us. A carworker at Fords Dagenham, he is 
also known to go by a third name — that of 
Tony Lecomber. 


Tyndall's toady 


Does his leader, John Tyndall, with his 
obsession for North European stock, know 
anything about Mr Lecomber’s southern 
European origins? But no doubt he will 
endear himself to his boss with his article on 
Tyndall’s favourite topic: the tragedy of 
Hitler losing the war. 

Both the Front and BNP are trying to 
regain their street image by holding a series 
of marches and indoor meetings. The 
Front’s efforts to take south London by

storm fizzled out recently, when they called 
on unemployed South London youth to 
rally behind the NF’s banner at London 
Bridge Station to march for jobs and 
against immigrants. When a swiftly 
organised counter demonstration called by 
Southwark Trades Council appeared to be 
gaining support, the Home Secretary 
changed an earlier decision and banned the 
event. The NF had already made plans to 
use either Lewisham or Woolwich in south 
east London as alternative rallying points 
and postered and leafletted all three areas. 
On the day, anti-fascists turned up in 
respectable numbers at both London Bridge 
and Woolwich. Only a handful of NF 
members showed up led by Ian Stuart and 
Nicky Crane (who still insists he is in British 
Movement and has nothing to do with the 
NF). They were closely guarded by large 
numbers of police who appeared glad to see 
the back of them by putting them on a train 
heading south. However things went sadly 
wrong when the police refused to let them 
off the train at Woolwich and sent them on 
further to Dartford in Kent. Fronters who 
turned up at Woolwich and Lewisham were 
chased away by anti-fascists. Paul Johnson, 
the Kent NF organiser, appears to have told 
police late the previous night that they 
would like to use Dartford as an alternative 
place for a march. Kent police asked the 
Home Office to ban the march but they 
refused. So after something resembling a 
Keystone Cops chase, the Front took a 
short stroll through Dartford with only 








eighty members; a number later inflated by 
NF headquarters staff to two hundred in a 
sad effort to save face. 


Routed 

The BNP under Tyndall were to fare even 
less well in Liverpool, in what was nearly 
a re-run of last year’s disaster when their 
Liverpool rally was invaded by anti-fascist 
demonstrators. Having had early warning 
of Tyndall’s coming, local Merseysiders 
spoke to various hotel associations in the 
area asking them not to make rooms 
available to fascists. They agreed, and when 
the BNP entered town (one solitary 
coachload with police guards inside and 
out) for a meeting booked falsely in the 
name of the ‘School of Advanced 
Motoring’ they were told in no uncertain 
terms by hotel staff to clear off. Despite a 
heavy police presence Tyndall was punched 
twice in the face by a demonstrator who ran 
off with the Fiihrer’s personal file. Tyndall 
has now published details of a whole series 
of activities in an effort to keep up his 
members falling spirits. 

Both the National Front and the BNP 
intend holding their St George’s Day 
parades in the East Midlands on 27 April; if 
they get together they might actually turn 
out three hundred marchers. The now 
annual Remembrance Day march for the 
NF’s own Horst Wessel, Albert Marriner, 
takes place in London on the evening of the 
3 May starting off in the area of Portman 
Square W1. 








A GERMAN nazi arrested in Britain 
and extradited, killed himself in his 
cell shortly after being convicted of 
terrorist offences last month. 

Walter Kexel, an activist from Frankfurt 
was arrested a year ago at the Dorset home 
of Britain’s nazi paramilitary godfather Ian 
Souter Clarence. Also arrested was Ulrich 
Tillman, along with Kexel wanted by West 
German police for a series of bomb attacks 
on American military targets in West 
Germany. 

Following their extradition they joined 
three more of their comrades on trial in 
Germany where they received stiff prison 
sentences — in Kexel’s case, fourteen years. 
The day after being sentenced, he was 
found hanged in his prison cell. 

Kexel had been active in a number of nazi 
organisations including the Hoffman 
Group and the German People’s Socialist 
Movement (VSBD) led by Wilhelm Busse. 
Both groups have been implicated in 
terrorist campaigns. He was also involved

with a small Frankfurt based nazi 
commando called Storm 7, where one of 
the leading lights was paramilitary 


instructor and League of St George contact 
man Arndt Heinz Marx. 

Odfried Hepp, another of the Frankfurt 
bomb gang, was arrested on April 13 by 
French police during a raid on a safehouse 
run by the Lebanese Armed Fraction. He 
had escaped capture when British police 
swooped on Souter Clarence’s home to 
detain Kexel and Tillman. 

In a television interview last year, Arndt 
Heinz Marx revealed that he, Hepp and 
others had received terrorist training at a 
Palestinian camp in the Lebanon. 

Only days before Kexel’s conviction 
another British-based fugitive was 
sentenced to nine years goal by an Italian 
court. NAR member Roberto Fiore, 
currently living in London and active with 
the National Front, was tried in asbsentia 
for ‘establishing an armed gang’.

Hill addresses MEPs 


MEMBERS of the European 
Parliament’s Socialist Group 





investigating the recent 
resurgence of fascism in Western 
Europe went into private session in 
London recently to hear evidence 
from Ray Hill, one of Searchlight’s 
most successful ‘moles’ in the far 
right. 

The socialist MEPs are preparing their 
own minority report for the Committee of 
Enquiry set up by the European Parliament 
in response mainly to the worrying 
successes of the Front National in France 
over the last year. The committee itself has 
a built-in right wing majority, and socialist 
MEPs decided to take their own evidence 
and conduct their own research. 

Their London visit, when they heard 
from Jewish, black and Asian 
organisations, anti-racist groups and local 
Labour Party activists, was followed by a 
similar fact finding mission to Manchester. 
Socialist Group leader Rudi Arndt told the 
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London audience that ‘our purpose is to 
hear the views of those who are the targets 
of racism’. 

‘Having lost my own father, my aunt and 
two of my cousins at the hands of the nazis, 
and witnessing now the increasing activities 
of these groups in Germany, in France, in 
Austria and other European countries, I 
have to say that a threat of fascism and 
racism in one country is a threat to all of us’ 
he said. 

In closed session Ray Hill described to 
the MEPs how he had come to infiltrate 
European nazi networks providing 
safehousing for wanted terrorists and 
organising terror attacks in Germany and 
France. He astonished a number of listeners 
when he told of his role in sabotaging the 
abortive 1981 plan by nazis to bomb the 
Notting Hill Carnival. 

MEPs expressed particular disquiet when 
they heard evidence from Searchlight of 
Italian terrorists being safehoused in 
London, where they play a key political role 
in the life of the National Front.

THE editor of Britain’s own self 
styled new right ‘cultural’ journal 
featured recently in a far right get 
together in France alongside 
leaders of hardline neo-nazi 
organisations. 

Michael Walker, who edits Scorpion, and 
is not averse to having the odd wanted 
terrorist under his roof, was a guest speaker 
at ‘European Anti-Yalta Day’ in Paris on 9 
March. Speaking of ‘England and the 
European Future’ he joined a panel of 
speakers which included Alain Lamotte of 
the French Nationalist Party, Dominique 
de Briel, general secretary of the New 
Forces Party (the Front National’s main 
rival) and Eric Delcroix, lawyer to both 
revisionist ‘historian’ Robert Faurrison and 
Mark Frederiksen, leader of the banned 
nazi group FANE. Also speaking were 
Jean-Gilles Malliarkis, leader of the 
hardline nazi National Revolutionary 
Movement, and GRECE representative 
Guillaume Faye, whose work Walker 
reproduces in Scorpion with sycophantic 
regularity. 

A National Front activist, Walker used to 
be a branch organiser in London. Recently 
however, he has been in correspondence 
with their rival John Tyndall’s Spearhead. 

In 1983 Searchlight revealed that with NF 
leader Nick Griffin, Walker was running 
the Heritage Tours holiday guide operation 
using wanted terrorist Roberto Fiore as an 
Italian speaking guide. It transpired that 
Fiore was living in London in Walker’s 
Pimlico flat. 

Walker’s participation at the Paris rally 
was uncovered by the recently launched 
French anti-fascist journal Article 31 which 
the nazi magazine Notre Europe has 
accused of being ‘the French Searchlight’ . 





Martin Webster’s new ‘Our Nation’ 
umbrella group suffered a_ serious 
setback in April with public revelations 
that one of its leading lights holds an 
important civil service post. 

Denis Pirie, Webster’s right-hand man in 
the new set-up, was revealed to be a Higher 
Executive Officer in the Export Marketing 
Research Branch of Norman Tebbit’s 
Trade and Industry Department. 

Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher 
ordered an immediate inquiry, while Pirie 
himself was given a week’s leave and his 
desk cleared. 

Both Pirie and his wife Carol are leading 
lights in former NF organiser Martin 
Webster’s latest organisational venture the 
Our Nation ‘‘dining club’’. 

But both also have impressive nazi 
credentials: NSM members in the early ’60s 
and later active in the NF and the National 
Party. Denis Pirie has a conviction for his 


part in the Spearhead paramilitary 
conspiracy in 1962. 
Our Nation’s most recent event — a 


dinner at the Cora Hotel in North London 
— was an inauspicious occasion. After a 
blazing row between Webster and the 
management when the former blamed the 
hotel’s multi-racial staff for poor service, 
the mystery guest speaker promised by 
Webster failed to materialise. He (or she) 
was replaced by Peter Marriner, another 
former NSM member, later to surface as 
NF organiser in the West Midlands. 
Marriner achieved notoriety as the Column 
88 nazi who infiltrated the Labour Party, 
rising to become MP Brian Walden’s 
election agent in Ladywood. 

Increasingly ‘Our Nation’ is coming to 
resemble a gathering of infiltrators: Pirie in 
the Civil Service; Marriner the former 
Labour Party ‘mole’; and Tory activist Bee 





The run down council estates in 
the Southall area of west London 
have a long history of racist and 
fascist violence, with the local 
Asian community being the main 
victims.

Carthew, who has taken over the running 
of WISE from the ailing Joan Mason, is a 
one time Monday Club executive member, 
organiser of the Enoch Powell fan club 
‘Powellight’, and later a paid up Front 
member. Then she returned to the Tory 
fold to plough her virulent anti-black 
furrow. 

The group’s leader, portly Martin 
Webster, now appears to be playing king 
rat to Pied Piper Francois Dior, the French 
nazi heiress whose hatred of Jews led to a 
conviction for synagogue arson attacks in 
the mid-sixties. 


With increasing regularity, Webster now 
troops off to Paris for instructions. On 
other occasions Dior travels to Britain, 
sometimes staying with the hospitable Piries 
in their Brighton flat. How soon, it is being 
asked, will she demand a violent return on 
her cross-channel investment? 

The former wife of ex-nazi boss Colin 
Jordan, Dior is now firmly established with 
the French conservative opposition led by 
Jaques Chirac, with whom she appears to 
be close. She also belongs to the Paris 
overseas branch of the Conservative Party. 

But she hasn’t left her friends. Two years 
ago she married Hubert Mirleau, a right 
GRECE leader involved with the World 
Anti-Communism League. The _ news, 
underneath the heading ‘News of Our 


Comrades’ was announced in Yves 
Jeanne’s nazi journal Le Devenir 
Europeen. 


notorious Golf Links estate where a party 
was in progress. Two of the skinheads were 
hospitalised, one with a severed artery after 
he put his fist through a window. Five 
Asians were arrested but released without 
charge. 

The local Ealing National Front branch 
has launched a defence campaign to try and 
build the accused up as ‘race martyrs’. They 
have been distributing leaflets which carry 
vicious attacks on the local police force. 

A large group of NF and local racists 
turned up at a Police Community Liaison 
Committee meeting, gave out NF literature 
and caused some disruption. Police officers 
present apparently did nothing to stop 
them.

An ex-serviceman looks back over 
40 years 


When the Soviet leader, Mikhail 
Gorbachov, came to Britain as head of 
a trade mission earlier this year he met 
Mrs Thatcher at 10 Downing Street. 
Interviewed after the meeting the 
Prime Minister said she liked Mr 
Gorbachov. ‘I can do business with 
him,’ she added. 


Perhaps the many businessmen who have 
Mrs Thatcher’s ear should advise her that 
the best way to do business with people is 
not to spit in their eye. 

Because that is exactly what Mrs 
Thatcher is doing on 8 May. On that day, in 
Moscow, the Russians are commemorating 
the end of World War Two. They will be 
remembering the twenty million Russians 
who died fighting in a common cause with 
Britain — the defeat of Nazism. They will 
be remembering the occupation of half a 
million square miles of their territory — 
five times the area of the whole of the 
British Isles — and the terrible suffering 
wrought on the people of those areas, 
hundreds of thousands of whom were 
transported as slaves to work in German

factories and mines. 

For the Russians, and indeed for all the 
people of Europe who suffered under the 
Nazi yoke, the fortieth anniversay of their 
liberation is a day to be celebrated. But 
Thatcher will not be there. 

It is interesting to recall the fullsome 
words of praise poured out by Western 
leaders in the days when appreciation of 
Russian sacrifice was more fashionable. 

Churchill told us in 1943 how the Soviet 
Union ‘has dealt such a blow to the German 
Army as no other army in the world would 
have been capable of doing’.

Roosevelt told us in 1945 that ‘the 
Russian armies have destroyed and are 
destroying more armed forces of our 
enemies, more troops, aircraft, tanks and 
guns than the rest of the Allied armies put 
together’.

But perhaps the most significant 
statement came from US Secretary of State 
Stettinius in 1945 when he urged the 
American people not to forget that ‘if the 
Soviet Union had not been able to keep the 
front the Germans would have succeeded in 
conquering Great Britain, occupying Africa 
and creating for themselves a deployment 
base in Latin America...’ 

Of course the Americans have already 
forgotten that. And they have told 
Thatcher to forget it, too. 

When the Prime Minister went to 
Washington to report on her meeting with 
Gorbachov she proposed that she should go 
to the Moscow Commemoration and was 
told in no uncertain terms that she was not 
to go. 

The irony of the situation is that had it 
not been for the Russians, as Stettinius 
pointed out, the chances are that Thatcher 
would never have got to No.10. That august 
residence would have been occupied by Sir 
Oswald Mosley, the Jewish community of 
Britain would have been shipped to 
Auschwitz, the trade union movement 
disbanded, the Labour Party destroyed, 
and the Conservative Party ... what? We 
wonder... 

Those who have been at the sharp end of 
racist attacks all over Britain under a 





Conservative Government might be excused 
the feeling that it would be much the same. 

Home Office statistics, according to 
Yorkshire Television’s recent Fi7st Tuesday 
programme, admit to 7,000 racialist attacks 
every year. 

SEVEN THOUSAND! 

Yet the man who waxed so eloquent 
about ‘intimidation of working miners’ can 
apparently do nothing about the 
intimidation of 7,000 of Britain’s black 
citizens. 

The Yorkshire Television film showed us 
homes desecrated, ransacked, burnt, with 
the police providing no protection, even 
showing no interest. A police spokesman 
admitted his officers had behaved 
‘unprofessionally’. But have they been 
sacked? 

More to the point perhaps, is it not time 
that Leon Brittan was sacked? 

A man who is incapable of, or unwilling 
to provide protection against organised 
thuggery like this has no right to be Home 
Secretary. For make no mistake, the 
responsibility is his. 

The police will do what they are told to 
do. If ordered to do so they will all pile into 
charabancs and lay siege to Hackney, 
ensuring that its black citizens can get to 
their places of work without harrassment. 
If ordered to do so they will set up road 
blocks in Tower Hamlets to stop British 
fascists entering those areas, and perhaps 
especially convened sessions of magistrates 
will lay down bail conditions that ensure 
that NF thugs cannot go within twenty 
miles of the blocks of flats where Bengalis 
are now being terrorised. 

Oh yes, it can be done! 

It is perhaps as well that Mrs Thatcher, or 
even Leon Brittan, is not going to Moscow. 
It is one thing to commemorate the 
destruction of nazism. It is quite another to 
do so while permitting racism of the most 
blatant, violent kind to flourish in your 
own back yard.

March’s National Front News begins its 
editorial on an optimistic note: ‘1985 has 
seen the best start to the year for the 
National Front since 1979’. After six lean 
years, the NF once again thinks it can hear 
the sound of boots stomping through the 


city centres of Britain: ‘Membership 
renewals have been coming in faster than in 
previous years, while new members and 
membership enquiries are running higher 
than for some time’. 


On page six, National Front News describes 
how the new morn is dawning in Yorkshire. 
‘Gaining a Foothold in Batley’ is the headline, 
although to judge by the accompanying 
photograph ‘Boothold’ might be a more 
appropriate term. The opening paragraph 
illustrates why the NF believes the tide is turning, 
leaving it to pick up some nasty bits of 
driftwood: ‘Batley is a South Yorkshire town 
with a population of 42,000. It has an Asian 
population in excess of 7,000 and male 
unemployment stands at 25 per cent’. 

The combination of unemployment and an 
Asian population seems to offer the chance the 
NF wants to turn a toe-hold into a steel-capped 
boothold. One of its stickers, selling in bundles 
of five hundred for under two pounds, proclaims 
*3 Million Jobless. 5 Million Blacks’. So here was 
a message to hammer home in the streets of 
South Yorkshire. Last October, so National 
Front News recounts, a ‘handful’ (or should it be 
‘fistful’) of ‘NF members got together and 
formed a group since when the membership has 
increased eightfold’. 


Banners 


We are even told about some of the things which 
occupy the time of the eight times a handful of 
members. There’s leafletting and selling papers 
in pubs; and of course attending the home 
matches of Leeds United. But, according to the 
local NF organiser, ‘main priorities for the 
branch committee at the moment are the 
purchasing of their own union jack flags and a 
Batley Branch Banner’. Only when equipped 
with such flags and banners can the boys from 
Batley march proud. 
Now there’s a curious thing about this issue of 
. National Front News. You might think that if the 
party believes that unemployment is upping the 
racist climate of the country, then the party’s 
magazine would be playing its strongest card. 
However, racism hardly gets a look in. The front 
page is preoccupied by the IRA, and how the 
brave little NF sent them packing from Leicester. 
There’s a picture of members from ‘the newly 
reformed Nottingham Branch of the National 
Front’ (that should be read as ‘re-formed’. 
What does the banner of this new group (the 
envy of the boys from Batley) proclaim? Not a 
hint about blacks, as the NF seeks its boothold in 
Nottingham with the slogan ‘Hang IRA 
murderers’. 

Turn to the second page of National Front 
News, and still the racist slogans do not make an 
appearance; instead there’s news about comrades 
around the world. Page three reveals a whole 
variety of preoccupations: unemployment in 
Wales, campaigns against Cruise missiles, 
defence of animal welfare and sneers against 
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Ted Budden: Sussex NF. 


homosexuals (‘the idea that homosexuality can 
become an accepted part of our society must be 
vigorously opposed’). 

It’s only in the centre pages of National Front 
News that the racist obsessions come into their 
own. Even then, all the predictable stuff about 
black muggers has to share space with the 
musings of veteran fascist Ted Budden. 
According to Budden, the Jews should be 
grateful for the health care provided by Dr 
Mengele in the nazi concentration camps: ‘one 
might suggest that instead of the Israelis 
indicting him for war crimes they might have 
nominated him for the Nobel Prize of Medicine’. 
And Mr Budden adds that if the aforementioned 
Dr Mengele is ever found then ‘I intend to be the 
first to enrol with him as a National Health 
patient’. It seems that even Mr Budden draws the 
line at private treatment. 

Now this is all a bit curious. Having 
encouraged the boys of Batley to pick up needles, 
thread and thimbles, in order to sew their own 
banners, the big boys down in London seem to 
be wittering on about all manner of peripheral 
matters. Is this another example of the tactical 
acumen for which anti-fascists have been so 
grateful down the years? 

March’s Nationalism Today contains an 
article by Pat Harrington, which clarifies 
matters. Taking time off from his studies, Mr 
Harrington explains the problems for the NF 
when it begins to attract members. So long as 
only a hardcore of loonies and bigots are

members, then there are few problems. They can 
all share their loony bigotry together. But once 
anyone starts joining, there’s the danger that the 
wrong sort of loony might be attracted, Mr H. 
explains: 
‘At present any person with a few pounds to 
spare can become a member of the National 
Front. Nine months later such a person 
would be entitled to vote in elections to our 
ruling body — the National Directorate. He 
(sic, of course) would be entitled to attend 
AGMs and vote to alter party policy’. 


Infiltrators 


All these new recruits, whether from Batley or 
anywhere else, pose three major problems for the 
party. Firstly ‘anti-social recruits’ might ‘link us 
with their own foolish and _ undisciplined 
behaviour’. Well, as Mr H. recognises, that’s not 
too serious a problem; after all the NF doesn’t 
want its members to stay in every evening 
embroidering their banners. The second problem 
is that ‘an organised group of highly motivated 
people could infiltrate our party’. This is a nice 
one: throughout its history the NF has always 
been divided into two factions, each of which 
thinks all the others are organised groups of 
infiltrators. Therefore, we don’t wish to say 
anything to lessen the paranoia. 

It is the third of Mr H’s worries about 
increased recruitment which is the most 
interesting: ‘Concentration on one Party policy, 
such as race, by the media could lead to an influx 
of reactionaries who though in agreement on one 
issue reject party economic and social policies’. 
What agitates Mr H., and probably disturbs his 
peace of mind during the lonely lectures at the 
Poly, is that an influx of racists, having paid 
their membership fees, might not accept the full 
package of lunacy offered by Mr H. and his 
chums in charge of the NF. 

This is, of course, the classic dilemma faced by 
fascist parties. Having attracted new recruits on 
the basis of simple racist slogans, the hardcore 
ideologists, who nurture bizarre visions of 
conspiracy beneath the racist rhetoric, might find 
themselves outnumbered. Their cosy little band 
of bootstompers would no longer be theirs. Mr 
H. does not go quite so far as suggesting that the 
new recruits should be barred from attending 
important things like AGMs, but he is clearly 
concerned lest the NF get the democratic habit. 

New recruits must be taught all the ins and 
outs of NF thinking before they are allowed to 
raise their arms at AGMs. As a famous student 
himself, Mr H. believes in the power of 
‘education’: ‘I believe that when someone joins 
our Party he (sic, there we go again) should be 
required to complete a set number of courses on 
Party history and ideology’. And, naturally, 
these courses, taught by open-minded 
intellectuals such as Mr H., would not involve 
the give-and-take of ideas. Educational orders 
would be given and students will accept them: 
‘the courses should be geared to identify and 
correct the individuals’ misconceptions’. 

It is a comfort, albeit a small one, to realise 
that we are not the only ones to be concerned 
every time Batley produces another fistful of 
members. Down in London, the would-be 
intellectuals of the party pause to frown, even as 
they count the extra revenue from the 
membership fees.

The reaction of the extreme right FCS 


leadership was predictable; a minor bout of 
late-night merrymaking had been used by _ 


‘Heathite elements’ to smear their good 


name. The facts, however, are different. 
Loughborough 1985 was not the first time 
extreme right-wingers had damaged 


conference facilities and intimidated their 
factional opponents, nor are they as 


politically innocent as they would have us 


believe, forming part of the growing ‘new 
right’ network in the UK. It is these links 
between FCS and a range of institutes and 
far right activist co-ordinating groups 


which is causing the party establishment _ 


much concern. 


The role of FCS in the development of - 


the new right in Britain has been a key one. 
Since the early 1970s, libertarianism, 
particularly in a Powellite, free market 
form, has always been an important factor. 
A number of budding journalists, 
academics, and now MPs began. their 
careers within the ranks of FCS. The year 
1972 saw the election of Neil Hamilton 
(mow MP, Tatton) as FCS vice chairman 
and Peter Clark (now Diverse Reports on 
Channel 4 and formerly Enoch Powell’s 
research assistant) as a National Committee 
member. The real breakthrough came in 
1976 with the election of Michael Forsythe 
as national chairman. Forsythe, now MP 
for Stirling, heads a cluster of libertarian 
MPs, many with a libertarian FCS 
background, including Chris Chope MP, 


Michael Fallon MP, Piers Merchant MP, 
Edward Liegh MP and Matthew Parris 


MP. 
_ These developments within the FCS co- 


_incided with the growth of new right 
_ thought in the United States and, in turn, in 
the UK. Four academic organisations 


provided the impetus for an increased 


libertarian profile within the Conservative 


Party. O

ordinating group called the Libertarian 
Alliance. 

In 1980, the ruling moderate leadership 
of FCS was weakened by defections to the 
SDP; this factor, combined with the 
libertarians’ superior organisation, led to 
the election of the libertarian candidate, 
Peter Young (now employed by the Adam 
Smith Institute). Despite allegations of 
corruption, intimidation of delegates, and 
bogus colleges inflating the right-wing vote, 
no action was taken by the Tory Party 
leadership. One year later, the 1981 
Sheffield FCS conference re-elected a 
libertarian slate headed by Tim Linacre. 
Once again, the party failed to act on 
charges of gross misrepresentation and 
intimidation. One student infiltrator 
confessed he had been paid to attend as a 


fictitious delegate from a bogus college.

of a fictitious ‘Mycroft Holmes’. 
Photocopies of cheques and bank 
statements provided clear evidence that this 
money had been used to finance the bogus 
delegates to past conferences. By the time 


of the 1982 FCS National Conference at 
_ Loughborough, it was further established 


that the libertarian candidate for chair, 
Brian Monteith, had personally forged the 
signature of a Scottish delegate to gain extra 
votes and he was subsequently stripped of 


his own delegate status. A plea to Monteith 


from Sir Anthony Garner, Director of 
Organisation at Conservative Central 


_ Office to withdraw his nomination was 


ignored. As a direct consequence of these 
revelations, and of Monteith’s election as 
National FCS Chairman, the National 
Union Executive Committee, at the 
insistence of party chairman Cecil 
Parkinson, set up a committee of inquiry, 
headed by Sir Donald Walters. 

Discontent within FCS at the activities of 
its national leadership led to threats of 
disaffiliation from colleges which together 
contained more than 60 per cent of the 
entire FCS membership. Only the promise 
of substantial reforms by the National 
Union Executive and the intervention of the 
National Young Conservatives, prevented 


_ the inward collapse of FCS. 


In the event, the Committee of Inquiry 
failed to deliver, recommending only minor 
changes. It was left to the moderates within 
FCS, with organisational support from the 
YCs, to mount a counter offensive. This 


action resulted in the election of moderate 


Paul Goodman in 1983, in the face of more 
intimidation and violence. This temporary 
setback for the libertarian elements, saw a 
re-grouping and a change of tactics. 

Student organisers for the Libertarian 
Alliance and other libertarians employed by 
MPs or the Adam Smith Institute worked 
to increase their influence. Policy 
differences which had tended to separate 
libertarian right-wingers from some more 
traditional, authoritarian (Monday Club) 
members, were resolved. Although there 
was a strong libertarian commitment on 
most social issues such as drugs, 
homosexuality, and pornography, other 
traditional right-wing causes were 
espoused, including anti-Catholicism, and 
support for various right-wing 
dictatorships, in particular Sonn Africa 
and Chile. 

The recapture of FCS by the libertarians 


in 1984 with the election of Marc-Henri 


Glendenning, coupled with the 
fragmentation of moderate opposition, has 
seen not only the unbridled re- 
establishment of libertarianism, but the 
adoption of other highly controversial

foreign policy. National FCS publicity 
reflects their aggressive stance in this field, 
with posters declaring ‘Reagan, Thatcher, 
Pinochet Crusaders against 
communism’, and ‘Smash SWAPO, Smash 
ANC’. There are no signs that this trend 
will subside as the new vice chairman, 
David Hoile, a white Rhodesian studying at 
Warwick University, distributed badges and 
stickers at this year’s conference, reading, ‘I 
love South Africa’ and ‘Support South 
Africa’. Indeed Mr Hoile and outgoing 
FCS chairman Marc-Henri Glendenning, 
were responsible for a sticker produced in 
1982, with the words ‘HANG NELSON 
MANDELA AND ALL ANC 
TERRORISTS, THEY ARE 
BUTCHERS’. 






Foreign Affairs 

Mr Hoile has been the main impetus 
behind the increasing involvement of FCS 
in foreign affairs, developing close relations 
with international right-wing governments 
and organisations, including Chile, South 
Africa, the KPNLF in Kampuchea, UNITA 
in Angola, and the Nicaraguan ‘Contras’. 
At this year’s conference, there were two 
delegates from a new libertarian student 
organisation in South Africa, the NSF, and 
Mr Peter Gossen, a visitor from the South 
African Embassy (venue of several 
-incheons for FCS members last year). 
motions tabled at Loughborough this year 
serve to illustrate this point. Amongst them 
were those calling for the abolition of all 
taxes bar a flat rate income tax, the 
denationalisation of money (defeated by 
only two votes), the stockpiling of chemical 
weapons, and privatisation of the pits. A 
leaflet produced last year by outgoing vice- 
chairman D.J. Saunders advocated loans 
for the unemployed. 

A close examination of the views and 
operations of the FCS leadership reveals a 
very exclusive form of libertarianism. For 
instance, in the area of race relations, true 
libertarianism is perverted in order to 
justify racism; for instance. ‘It is the right 
of any man to discriminate against blacks if 
he so wishes,’ says Marc-Henri 
Glendenning, outgoing national FCS 
chairman. 

Further contradictions emerge from the 


FCS line on freedom of the press and free 


speech. What can best be described as a 
system of selective freedom is practised by 
the current FCS leadership. The banning of 


a reporter from National Student from this

blatant attempts to suppress and expel all 


those who deviate from the stringent 
libertarian ideology. One amendment called 
for the National Committee to “establish an 
FCS monitoring sub-committee to monitor 
deviant ideological traits amongst FCS 
members’. Amongst those whom the 
amendment recommends should sit on this 
sub-committee are ‘the student co- 
ordinator of the Libertarian Alliance’ and 


‘the MP scoring the highest total in the 


most recent ‘Adam Smith Institute Index’.’ 
A similar amendment instructs the National 


Committee ‘to immediately ensure that 


those associated with CSU’ (the moderate 
faction) ‘are not present at the Annual 
Conference, Half-Yearly Council, National 
Committee, or Special Meetings of the 
Federation’. 

Witch hunts of this nature are not solely 
confined to the internal conference 
mechanism. External threats and 
intimidation were used to dissuade some 
delegates from attending; e.g. Graham 
Carter, vice-president of Edinburgh 
University Students Union was not present 
because, he said, ‘I would have been 
lynched’.

As the evidence of the style, methods and 
tactics of FCS’s controlling libertarian 
faction increases, so the pressure mounts 
on the entire new right network to come out 
into the open to defend their young 
warriors.

REVISIONIST MAILER 


ONE of the first, predictably, to run to the 
defence of gaoled revisionist ‘historian’ 
Ernst Zundel (see page 74) was expatriate 
British nazi Dave McCalden, currently 
trying to establish a mail order revisionist 
empire in California. 

With an eye to how his rival Willis Carto 
has made a personal fortune from the 
Institute for Historical Review, McCalden is 
keen to carve out a little slice of the action 
for himself. He is particularly eager to be 
seen as the foremost defender of Zundel 
and has rushed out a mass_ produced 
postcard to subscribers, urging them to join 
in fourteen ‘Days of Rage’ from 25 March to 
April 9. He boasts, somewhat wishfully, 
that ‘international protests’ will take place 
against Zundel’s imprisonment by the 
Canadian authorities for publishing false 
information likely to cause racial hatred. 

The ‘protests’ are being organised under 
the auspices of McCalden’s ‘Provisional 
Institute for Historical Review’ set up in 


opposition to Carto’s Institute, with which 
he is currently engaged in an increasingly 
bitter and personal feud. 

McCalden’s efforts on behalf of the 
crazed German expatriate Zundel can only 
be seen as part of his campaign to supplant 
Carto as market leader in the increasingly 
lucrative revisionist trade.

SAFE TO WORK? 


INTERESTING to note that the Government 
Health and Safety Executive have just 
issued a report on clothing industry working 
conditions. Interesting for what it leaves 
out. 

The inquiry was set up after five Asian 
women died in an arson on a Mile End, East 
London sweatshop. The report concludes 
that in the majority of small clothing 
factories standards of health, safety and 
welfare were ‘generally acceptable’! 

Mr Alex Smith of the National Union of 
Tailors and Garment Workers has found the 
report totally unacceptable with 30 per cent 
of the firms underpaying workers by up to 
50p an hour and children as young as 14 
working in some factories in bad 
conditions. But no-one seems to have asked 
why the two mysterious white youths seen 
only fifteen minutes before the Mile End 
shop was burned down have not yet been 
found. 

The five women were unable to escape 
the burning building because of the lack of 
adequate fire precautions — but who was it 
who started the blaze in the first place?

JAKE Garn is not only the first United 
States senator to have spewed in space. 
He’s also almost certainly the most right- 
wing person ever to have left earth’s 
atmosphere. A regular contributor to the 
New Right’s house journals Conservative 
Digest and Policy Review, Garn is well-known 
for his lunar views on both domestic and 
foreign policy, views which he also 
expressed in an exclusive interview he gave 
in 1979 to the weekly journal of the rabidly 
right-wing John Birch Society. 

But even the Birchers aren't as far out as 
the anti-semitically infiltrated World Anti- 
Communism League, whose 1978 conference 
in Washington was addressed by Garn, 
before it voted to admit the Italian fascist 
MSI to formal membership. But at least 
Garn won't be a drain on public funds if he 
doesn't recover from his_ inter-galactic 
upset: in a 1979 mail-out for the New Right 
Heritage Foundation, Garn warned 
recipients that under Britain’s NHS, patients 
were denied a choice of doctor or hospital 
and were forced to carry medical identity 
cards.

NF upsurge 


After the French National Front’s 
success in the European elections last 
year, many commentators comforted 
themselves with the belief that it was a 
protest vote, cast in an election of 
minimal national importance. 

The results of the March cantonal 
elections demonstrated that they are no 
flash in the pan party and are becoming 
firmly entrenched in the French political 
scene. 

In the first round on 11 March, the FN’s 
total of 8.6 per cent was below last year’s 
score but with candidates in only three- 
quarters of the constituencies, their average 
vote where they stood was 10.4 per cent. 
The best scores were, as usual, in the south, 
where their popularity is high among the 
former French North Africans, the pieds- 
noirs. They also did well in the industrial 
suburbs around Paris, and polled 30 per 
cent in Marseille (with an average of 19 per 
cent in the region), 17 per cent in Seine St 
Denis near Paris, 31 per cent in Toulon and 
26 per cent in Cannes. 

Under the French two-round system, 
manoeuverings take place after the first 
vote and generally the weaker candidates on 
the right and left stand down to leave the 
field open to a single candidate, so as not 
to split the vote. 

The official attitude of the conservative 
RPR was against any alliance with the FN, 
even if that meant enabling a socialist or 
even communist getting through in the play 
off. The decision was by no means 
appreciated by all — in particular Claude 
Labbé, leader of the parliamentary group 
and Charles Pasqua, president of the 
Sebate group. Opposition leader Jacques 
Chirac also had a hard time keeping his 
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troops in order at a local level, where some 
RPR votes obviously vent to the FN in the 
barrage against the left. 

Le Pen himself stated categorically at the 
beginning of the week that he would have 
no truck with the RPR or UDF 
conservatives, whom he labels, together 
with the PS and PC as ‘the gang of four’. 
However, a few days later he changed his 
mind and claimed it was his duty to do his 
utmost to prevent the left from triumphing. 
This U-turn highlights the conflicts that 
exist within the organisation — between Le 
Pen and the ‘old guard’ around him and the 
younger, newer elements, often themselves 
ex-UDF and RPR who are prepared to 
work openly with the conservatives. 

So, with very few FN candidates still 
standing in the second round, the party’s 
votes went to the conservatives. The big 
upset was in Marseille where the FN 
candidate, Jean Roussel, in a local vendetta 
against the RPR, was elected with 51 per 
cent. The RPR candidate had refused to 
stand down in favour of the FN in spite of a 
request to do so by Jean-Claude Gaudin, 
leader of the parliamentary group of the 
UDF, also a Marseille man. 

The year up to the national assembly 
elections will no doubt see more lively 
debate within the ranks of conservatives 
and the FN as they define more clearly their 
attitudes towards each other. And with the 
Socialist Party project for some form of 


proportional representation, France could 





soon see the presence of a racist extreme- 
right group within the walls of the national 
parliament. 


CANADA 


Holocaust 
revisionist 
condemned 


At the end of an eight-week trial, 
Holocaust revisionist Ernst Zundel has 
been found guilty of wilfully 
publishing false information likely to 
cause racial or social intolerance. 

Unpersuaded by the testimony of other 
revisionist ‘experts’, the jury decided that 
Zundel’s distribution of Richard 
Harwood/Verrall’s Did Six Million Really 
Die? was a deliberate attempt to deny the 
truth about Nazi death-camps. 


Deportation? 


Zundel, co-author of The Hitler we loved 
and why was freed on bail awaiting 
sentence. Although resident in Canada for 
over 25 years, he has never taken out 
Canadian citizenship and may be deported 
to Germany after completion of his 
sentence. 
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Kian in turmoil 


Splits and legal actions are continuing 
to trouble the divided Ku Klux Klan. 

The most active grouping, the North 
Carolina-based Confederate Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan, has suffered a severe setback 
as a result of a legal action brought against 
it by a black prison guard. 

To settle the lawsuit, which alleged 
harassment of the man and his family, 
CKKKK leader Glenn Miller has signed an 
agreement not to harass local people, 
refrain from marching in mainly black 
areas and not engage in paramilitary 
activities. 
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Glen Miller 


In Georgia, three members of the 
Invisible Empire KKK have received heavy 
prison sentences for the beatings of a black 
man and a white woman. Mailon Wood, 
(54), and Kenneth Davis, (39), were each 
sentenced to 40 years imprisonment and 
$40,000 fines; a third man, Winford Wood, 
(56), to 20 years and a $20,000 fine. Two 
other Klansmen were imprisoned on related 
charges. 

At a national level Invisible Empire 
leader Bill Wilkinson, following the furore 
over his connections with the FBI, has 
resigned as Imperial Wizard, but his 
organisation remains in disarray. 
Meanwhile Don Black, Grand Wizard of 
the rival Knights of the KKK has been 
released from prison, following his ill-fated 

‘plan to invade the island of Dominica, and 
is locked in conflict with his former office 
director for control of the organisation. 


Congress votes 


Veteran racist Gerald Carlson, who gained 
53,000 votes as official Republican 
candidate in a Michigan congressional 
election in 1980, increased his vote to nearly 
65,000 in a 1984 contest. Disavowed by the 
state Republican party, Carlson, running 
on a platform of ‘Rights for Whites’ 
received the support of several racist 
groupings, including the KKK-linked 
National States Rights Party. Although 
once again defeated by the Democratic 
candidate, Carlson’s vote rose from 32 to 
40 per cent. 


Terrorist 
investigation 
continues 


A grand jury in Seattle has heard 
testimony linking various extreme right 
groupings with the terrorist 
organisation, The Order, recently 
uncovered by the American authorities 
and attributed with responsibility for 
armoured car robberies, murder and 
counterfeiting. 

Among those called before the jury was 
Richard Butler, 65-year-old leader of the 
Idaho-based group, Aryan Nations. 
Butler’s organisation has also been the 
subject of press attention for its computer- 
based network to link up different neo-nazi 
organisations. The network, which has 
praised ‘the armed party which is being 
born out of the inability of white male 
youths to be heard’, publicises an address 
list of ‘race traitors’ and ‘informers’, one of 
whom was recently murdered in a bomb 
explosion. 


Writer attacked 


Denis Freney, author of Nazis Out of 
Uniform, a study of the Australian 
extreme right (reviewed in Searchlight 
116), was recently the victim of attack 
when a shotgun was fired through the 
window of his home. A subsequent 
threatening telephone call warned that 
the next shot would be at his legs. 





NEWS IN BRIEF 





@ POLICE DENY ATTACK WAS RACIST 


An Asian baby was showered with glass when a 
bottle was hurled into his Luton home. Three 
month old Abid Aslam was treated in hospital 
for four cuts to the face and two on the hand and 
wrist. The attack happened on Saturday night. 
On Tuesday morning the family found an NF 
sign daubed on their front door. Another Asian 
family in Trent Road, Luton, had received the 
same treatment. 

The Aslam family had only been living in the 
house for a week, and yet it was the second time 
that a bottle had been thrown at the house. Mr 
Mohammed Aslam said that both attacks were 
‘definitely racialist’. Other Asian families in the 
road have also suffered attacks. One family had 
paraffin poured through their letter box. 
Fortunately the attacker was disturbed before the 
fuel could be ignited. 

The police are denying racialist motivation for 
the attack. Sergeant John Fookes, a community 
involvement officer with Luton police, said:- 

‘It is one of those instances that can occur 
from time to time. The family could have been 
Asian or white’. (Luton News 7.3.85.) 


@ NF HARASSES ASIAN POSTMASTER 


An Asian postmaster in Kent has been harassed 
by the National Front. Mr V. Bhatia recently 
applied for planning permission for an extension 
to his post office in Borstal Road, Rochester. A 
group of National Front thugs distributed 
leaflets outside his post office opposing the 
extension and claiming that Asian people are 
‘free from planning and health regulations’. 
They said his shop would force nearby shops to 
close. When the police were called the NF fled. 

Gravesend and District Community Relations 
Council have pointed out that:- 

‘This racist campaign has serious implications 
not only for Kent but for the rest of the country’. 

The police have said that they will act to 
prevent the distribution of the leaflet in public 
places and a report on the leaflet has been sent to 
the Director of Public Prosecutions. 

Following the NF leafletting a petition signed 
by 280 people objecting to Mr Bhatia’s 
expansion plan was sent to Medway City 
Council. Several letters were also submitted 
supporting Mr Bhatia. (Kent Evening Post 
20.2,85, Asian Times, London 14.3.85.) 


@ LONELY MAN’S BEST FRIEND 


A prominent member of the National Front has 
left £5,000 in his will for the upkeep of his pet 
dog, Skippy. 

Bachelor Philip Baker joined the NF in 1967 
and helped to organise the Reading branch in 
1972. He twice stood as an NF candidate in 
General Elections before leaving the NF after 
political disagreements. Described as a ‘loner’, 
Mr Baker clearly failed to find true 
companionship in the ranks of the National 
Front. (Reading Chronicle 8.3.85) 


@ YTS SCHEME RACIST 


An investigation into the operation of the 
Government’s Youth Training Scheme in 
Birmingham and Solihull, has revealed that most 
of the best places go to white teenagers. The most 
desired places under the scheme are with large 
private employers, because they give the best 
opportunity of a permanent job. The 
investigation, by the West Midlands County 
Council, found that 93 per cent of YTS 
placements with the large companies were for 
white youngsters. In other schemes, designed 
basically to ‘keep young people off the streets’, 
45 per cent of the youngsters were Asian and 
West Indian. (Evening Mail, Birmingham 
3.4.85.) 


e@ STOP THIS EVIL 


Members of the National Front have sneaked 
leaflets into Leighton Buzzard library. Following 
complaints from a member of the public, the 
leaflets have been destroyed by library staff. The 
leaflets, headed ‘Stop this Evil’, include an 
attack on ritual slaughter of meat as practised by 
Muslims and Jews. The leaflet, which claims to 
be from ‘animal lovers’, has the NF’s name 
hidden in small print on the back page. (Luton 
Herald 8.3.85.) 


@ IRISH FASCISTS OPPOSE 
CONTRACEPTION 


Fascist groups based in Ireland have harassed 
members of the Dail, the Irish parliament, who 
spoke in favour of liberalising the laws on 
contraception. Two Jewish members of the Dail, 
and other people who were in favour of changes 
in the contraception laws, received hate mail 
from fascist groups. 

The Irish government is now considering the 
introduction of race relations legislation to 
outlaw the circulation of racist material. (/rish 
Independent, Dublin 7.3.85.) 
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CARF was previously an independent paper which grew out of the confederation of London’s anti- 
racist/anti-fascist groups. CARF (now produced by a Collective) since December 1979 has had a 
monthly section in Searchlight:in which important matters in the anti-racist fight are analysed and 
discussed.

The picket line and the arson attack: 
Who are the terrorists? 


What, according to a Daily Express 
editorial of 30 March, constitutes a 
‘national scandal’? What diminishes 
‘our traditionally temperate and 
tolerant society’? What ‘timetable of 
terror’ would lead ‘ordinary Britons’ 
to ‘wonder what on earth the country is 
coming to’? 


Terror in the cities 


Anyone who saw the Yorkshire Television 
programme ‘Insult to Injury’ (First 
Tuesday, 2 April) would have no doubt of 
the answer. The timetable of terror set by 
racist thugs operates day and night to make 
life hell for black families on the streets and 
housing estates of our inner cities. Peter 
Moore’s film, in stark contrast to the earlier 
TV Eye programme ‘Racial Outlaws’ (see 
Searchlight, March 1985), portrays a 
horrifying reality of racist attacks and 
abuse — daily verbal and physical assaults, 
excrement through letterboxes, arson 
attempts, break-ins to desecrate personal 
belongings and to scrawl chilling messages 
on the walls: all of this while the police 
remain indifferent and the media aloof. 
For the Express ‘national scandal’ is of 
quite a different order. In a nearly full-page 
spread, the Express identifies the ‘Race 
Mob’ behind its ‘timetable of terror’ as the 
opponents of Ray Honeyford, the 
headmaster of Drummond Middle School, 
Bradford, who was finally suspended from 
his position in early April. Honeyford had 
written a series (not one, as the paper 
claims) of articles in the right-wing 
Salisbury Review and elsewhere, alleging — 
among other things — that white children 
were at risk in schools like his own, with a 
predominantly black intake (see 


No reconciliation in 


As we go to press, the trial of the 
Newham 7 is looming at the Old 
Bailey. 

The case arose after conspiracy and 
affray charges were brought by police 
against seven Asian youths who defended 
themselves from whites after a ‘fracas’ 
outside the Duke of Edinburgh pub, 
Newham, on Saturday, 7 April 1984. But as 
far as the Newham 7 Defence Campaign is 
concerned, it is the right of Newham’s 
entire black community to defend 
themselves against racism which is now at 
stake. The trial will take place at a time 
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Searchlight, February 1985). 

Honeyford was a martyr. He was 
destroyed by ‘the relentless and vicious 
campaign of marches, demonstrations, so- 
called pupil strikes, angry meetings’ and so 
on. The parents and their children are 
simply clay in the hands of outside 
agitators, the ‘bully boys of the race 
relations industry’. The assumption here is 
that ‘they’ cannot think or act rationally for 
themselves. ‘They’ can be turned into ‘a 
screaming mob’ if they fall under the wrong 
influence — those the Mail calls ‘the 
professional demo-mongers’, the ‘hate 
fomentors’. (Mail leader, 3.4.85). 

The Mail takes the counter-attack one 
step further, and identifies those who 
‘claim to campaign in the name of anti- 
racism’ as outright fascists, similar in their 
methods to those who baited headmasters 
in Germany in the 1930s. The anti-racists 
are stormtroopers at the head of ‘mobs of 
children’ in ‘one of the most sinister stories 
of our time’. 


Remember the rivers of blood? 


In an earlier article on Honeyford, the 
Mail’s Lynda Lee-Potter predicted that 
actions like those taken against the 
headmaster ‘really will lead to the rivers of 
blood that Enoch Powell predicted. It 
creates racism where none existed’. 
(27.3.85). In the same issue containing her 
nearly full-page piece predicting rivers of 
blood, the Mail ran a bland three-inch 
account of the arson attack at the GLC’s 
Ethnic Minorities Unit, which nearly did 
cause blood to flow. No mention was made 
of the severity of the attack, which 
devastated a substantial portion of the 
Unit. Still, the Mail’s three-inch coverage 
was three inches longer than the non- 
existent account in the Express. Two weeks

The police, the black 
community and ‘reconciliation’ 


The Judge at the Newham 8 trial called for 
‘reconciliation’ between the police and the 
black community. At the time, those 
involved in the campaign were clear that 
‘reconciliation’ must come from the police. 
The Newham 7 Defence Campaign now 
believes that ‘the police are taking their 


previously, the Express had found the 
Ethnic Minorities Unit superbly 
newsworthy, devoting more than a page to 
three separate pieces about its hiring

Other national mainstream papers 
showed only slightly more interest in the 
EMU fire than the Express. All of the 
papers which carried the story (in the 
Telegraph coverage was a mere inch, and 
The Times didn’t bother) ignored the extent 
of the damage, and the fact that the fire 
could have killed people meeting in the Unit 
at the time. 

No mention was made of it being caused 
by three or four incendiary devices. No 
attempt was made to put this arson attack 
in the context of the escalation of such 
attacks in the capital, or to relate it to the 
reality of racism in British society. No 
paper mentioned the volume of hate mail 
regularly sent to EMU, or the NF slogans 
which frequently disfigured its doors. 


A national scandal 


London’s Anti-Racist Year has ended with 
a murderous arson attack on an 
organisation set up to fight racism in British 
society, and the press can scarcely rouse 
itself to take interest in the event. 
Meanwhile, the fate of Ray Honeyford is 
prime copy, with the press taking up 
cudgels on his behalf and denouncing his 
Opponents as terrorists and fascists. 
‘Terrorism’ is now indistinguishable from 
peaceful protest — from pickets, 
demonstrations, and meetings. ‘Fascism’ 
has become a synonym of ‘anti-racism’. 
What goes on in the streets is beneath media 
notice, except in rare programmes such as 
Peter Moore’s ‘Insult to Injury’. What on 
earth is the country coming to?

RAT (racism awareness training), 
which we reported on earlier this year, 
is going through some interesting 
upheavals. First of all, A. Sivanandan, 
director of the Institute of Race 
Relations and long-time activist in the 
black struggle, has published a long 
and absolutely damning critique of it in 
the journal Race & Class.* And what 
has angered the practitioners (many of 
whom are black) more than anything 
else is that he has discussed RAT as 
part of ‘the degradation of black 
struggle’. 


For him, what made ‘black’ a 
political colour linked to class was the 
sense of ‘black community’ which grew 
up here in the 1950s and ’60s through a 
culture of ‘black resistance’. The state 
policies of multi-culturalism and later 
ethnicity were attempts to break down 
that culture and destroy the sense of 
black community. In the process, he 
argues, a class of black collaborators 
was created, and it is from this class 
that the justification of RAT has come. 

RAT was essentially an American 
import. Created in the US in the 1960s after 
the US ‘riots’ and the Kerner Commission 
— their version of Scarman — it began to 
take off in Britain only after the riots of 
1981. And it was Lord Scarman’s report on 
the ‘Brixton Disorders’ which really gave 
RAT the green light. For, as Sivanandan 
reminds us, ‘Racism for Scarman was in the 
mind — in attitudes, prejudices, irrational 
beliefs — and these were to be found on 
both sides of the divide — black and white 

. what he had effectively done was to 
reduce institutional racism to black 
perception and replace it with personal 
prejudice — and so shift the object of anti- 
racist struggle from the state to the 
individual, from changing society to 
changing people, from improving the lot of 
whole black communities, mired in racism 
and poverty, to improving the lot of 
“‘black’’ individuals’. 

The RAT practitioners have perfected the 
personalising of racism and have perfected 
the redefining of all the terms — racism, 
institutionalised racism, power and anti- 
racism, — so as to reduce racism to a black- 
white confrontation emptied of class and 
voiding the battle against the state. 

Sivanandan’s conclusions should give 
heart to those activists who wondered 
where they fitted in the new ‘racially-aware’ 
scheme of things. He points out that RAT 
fails to distinguish between the different 
racisms of different classes: ‘the naked 
racism of the working class, the genteel 
racism of the middle class and the 


exploitative racism of the ruling class’. He 
condemns RAT for eschewing ‘the most 
violent, virulent form of racism, the seed 
bed of fascism, that of the white working 
class — which, contrary to RAT belief, is 
racist precisely because it is powerless, 
economically and politically, and violent 
because the only power it has is personal 
power’. The struggle, therefore, is as ever 
against racism and fascism and therefore 
for the class, except that now ‘Thatcherite 
Toryism allows of and requires a more co- 
ordinated organised and systematic struggle 
on the part of the oppressed and the 
exploited ...’. 


RAT with VAT 


What may come as a surprise to our readers 
is that anti-racism is now a_ business 
proposition — or at least in RAT hands it 
is. A number of private consultancies 
offering RAT and anti-racist development 
are now flourishing. Linda King and 
Associates, anti-racist consultants in public 
relations and staff development (run by a 
black American), offers RAT for 
organisations at a cost of £2,045 for a four- 
day course of ten people or £1,500 for a 
two-day course. Recently, the organisation 
advertised a new facility — the training of 
other consultants at a cost of £600 (plus 
VAT) per person. Linda King boasts in her 
literature that she has trained the GLC, the 
ILEA, The London Tenants Organisation, 
Save the Children Fund and Deptford 
Housing Aid Centre. Thousands of pounds 
must have passed from the statutory and 
voluntary sectors to the private hands of Ms 
King and her associates. 

Not to be outdone, two erstwhile black 
activists have now set up a competitor to 
Linda King called Affirmata, a race and sex 
equality training consultancy. Dorothy 
Kuya, the founder of the Racism 
Awareness Programme Unit (RAPU), and 
until December 1984 the holder of the 
influential post of Ethnic Adviser to the 
London Borough of Haringey, has gone 
private. Affirmata’s charges are similar to 
Linda King’s. A four-day course (with two 
tutors) costs £2,000. 

RAT, we know, is rarely cheap. For 
example, for a three-day course RAPU 
charges £600 and the Ecumenical Unit for 
Racism Awareness Programmes charges 
£500. Both, however, try to subsidise their 
clients from the voluntary sector and link 
costs to what the client can afford. But 
Affirmata and Linda King and Associates 
make no such concessions. If voluntary 
organisations cannot afford their charges, 
they are told to apply for grants from 
outside sources. And since these are drying 
up, these private consultancies are going to

work increasingly for the private sector. 
Affirmata and Linda King and 
Associates are not alone. Apparently more 
and more professionals are considering 
leaving the race industry to try their hand at 
the consultancy game. It is even rumoured 
that they are qualifying for loans from local 
authorities on the basis that they are 
branching out into new enterprises!

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What are we to make of the Swann 
report on education published in 
March this year? If we are to believe 
the press, it is racist and anti-racist, 
progressive and reactionary, all at 
once. Its seven-page guide in no way 
helps us to understand the 807-page 
report. CARF investigated what lay 
behind the contradictory reports and 
confusions. 

The initial inquiry into the education of 
‘children from ethnic minority groups’ was 
headed by Anthony Rampton. He was an 
extremely hard-working and conscientious 
chairman who attended every visit of the 
Committee and every sub-committee 
meeting. But even as his interim report — 
which roundly accused teachers of racism 
and schools of racist practices — was 
published, he was sacked. Lord Swann FRS 
FRSE, who replaced him in 1981 as a 
‘strong’ chairman, once (as chairman of the 
BBC) justified giving TV time to the NF. ‘I 
believe it is vital to display the rhetoric of 
the National Front who knows, 
exposure may even persuade them to alter 
their tune’. 

Swann, according to a member of the 
Committee, sat on no sub-committees, did 
no drafting and, unlike the Committee that 
‘foot-slogged all over the place’, went on 
only one visit — to Leicester — and left 
early. But last year, when a draft report was 
completed, Swann decided that he was 
going to redraft the crucial chapter on the 
causes of ‘black underachievement’. He 
wrote this alone without the help of the 
Committee, and in fact was to contradict 
their findings. He emphasised socio- 
economic factors as the cause of 
underachievement rather than racism or 
schools. Committee members became 
increasingly concerned that such a 
conclusion would effectively take the heat 





In the last week of March several 
pickets of South Africa House in 
London were called to draw attention 
to the slaughter of over 40 people in 
Uitenhage, Eastern Cape Province, 
South Africa. Fully-armed riot police 
fired at a crowd of defiant mourners 
who were marching to the funeral of 
people killed earlier in the month. 
Perfunctory outrage from European 
countries was more strident than usual 
because these shootings happened on the

off the schools. 

Two Committee members who objected 
most strongly, Ann Dummett and Father 
M. Hollings, wanted to present a minority 
report but this was refused. They expected 
to discuss the objections at a meeting on 5 
November, which Swann then cancelled. 
Finding they could not discuss their views in 
committee, the two members resigned. 
Meanwhile, the black members demanded a 
meeting with Swann. He agreed to a few 
minor linguistic changes to his draft but left 
the chapter essentially as it stood. 

The next thing that the members were 
told was that their copies of the report 
could be picked up along with the press 
copies a few hours before the official 
publication time. (The fact that the press 
was given three hours to digest this massive 
report accounts, in part, for the garbled 
coverage.) To their surprise, members 
found that Swann had written his own 
‘guide’ to the report without the Committee 
having been consulted. And the ‘guide’ did 
not reflect all the findings of the report — 
in particular, it makes no mention of 
racism. 

Increasingly, it looks in hindsight as 
though Swann’s was a political 
appointment. He has worked in a high- 
handed way with his own Committee and 
even over-ruled its findings. And he never 
did the editorial job on the report which, as 
Chairman, the members felt he ought to 
have done. The report remains in a largely 
undigested form. For those who really want 
to know what the Committee’s findings 
were, the Runnymede Trust is in the process 
of preparing a short briefing paper,* which 
at 50p is a bargain compared with the £24 
being asked by Her Majesty’s Stationery 
Office for the original report.

25th anniversary of the Sharpeville 
massacre in March 1961, when police fired 
at unarmed demonstrators, killing 69, who 
were burning their passes in defiance of the 
pass law system.

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RACIST ATTACKS 





CARF has received too many reports of racist 
attacks to print here. Attacks are on the increase 
— particularly in London’s East End; below are 
some of the worst. 


Stabbed 17 times 


An Asian man was stabbed 17 times as he visited 
relatives on a council estate. 25 year-old Tiarjit 
Mehtab was attacked just after midnight and 
surgeons used more than 20 pints of blood in an 
operation, which lasted six hours, to save his life. 
(Deptford & Peckham Mercury 28.3.85.) 


Knifed in street 


27 year-old Autar Sandhu was taken to hospital 
in Bow after being stabbed in the street. The 
attack happened at 11pm and Mr Sanhu was left 
with a four-inch wound in the back. His 
condition is now satisfactory. (Newham 
Recorder 21.3.85.) 


Attacked by gang 


Mr Ashik Udding was attacked by a gang of four 
white youths near his home in Stepney. He was 
hit on the head with an iron bar. (East London 
Advertiser 22.3.85.) 


Long drive to school 


A 16 year-old school student travels eight miles 
across London to school rather than face racial 
harassment from a gang of youths. Amir Ali’s 
mother is a prisoner in her own home since she 
refuses to leave after a recent incident in which 
she was threatened by a white youth wielding an 
iron rod. Her husband has not worked since the 
family moved to Poplar because he is too afraid 
to leave the family alone. Now the family is 
hoping to be transferred to Spitalfields where 
they have the support of other Bangladeshis and 
can attend the mosque. (East London Advertiser 
29.3.85.) 


Goaded into an attack 


28 year-old Sayeed Hassan became so angry 
when a group of youths harassed him while 
walking with his white girlfriend that he pulled a 
knife on them. Plain clothes police nearby 
intervened but he refused to hand over the knife 
and was overpowered. Mr Hassan was fined £50. 
(Hackney Gazette 26.3.85.) And an Asian 
shopkeeper who lost his temper after suffering a 
week of racial abuse, swearing and banging on 
his shop window by a group of youths, finally 
took a stick from the shop and chased them. He 
was conditionally discharged for one year after 
pleading guilty to causing actual bodily harm to a 
13 year-old boy. (Willesden & Brent Chronicle 
1.3.85.) 


‘Open mind’ on Khan murders 


In a letter to Walthamstow MP Eric Deakins, 
Home Office Minister Giles Shaw revealed that a 
number of fresh leads were pursued when police 
made a complete re-examination of their 
inquiries into the Khan family murders in 1981. 
Although the Minister emphasises that police are 
prepared to accept a racial motive behind the 


attack, he writes: ‘One must nevertheless 
recognise that offences where members of ethnic 
minorities are involved are not by any means 
invariably racially motivated’. (Waltham Forest 
Guardian 22.3.85.) 


ARSON ATTACKS 





Leyton 


An Asian couple were taken to hospital suffering 
from burns and shock after a fire at their home 
in Leyton, east London. Inflammable liquid was 
poured through their letterbox and set alight, 
engulfing the staircase almost immediately. The 
couple were sleeping in their bedroom upstairs 
but managed to dash down the stairs and into 
their back garden. (Waltham Forest Guardian 
8.3.85.) And in a neighbouring attack, Mr and 
Mrs Hussein and their two small children awoke 
to find their hall engulfed in flames. After 
removing his family to safety, Mr Hussein tried 
to put out the fire himself before the fire brigade 
arrived. Local police do not believe there is a link 
between these two attacks and a third in which an 
elderly women was rescued from her home after 
inflammable liquid was poured through her 
letterbox. (Waltham Forest Guardian 15.3.85.) 


Forest Gate 


Mr Mujahid Ali, who owns a Halal butcher’s 
shop, was the victim of an arson attack at his 
home. Police are trying to establish whether this 
attack is linked to attacks on halal butcher’s 
shops in the area. (Newham Recorder 7.3.85.) 


Birmingham 


Two Pakistani families fear they will be victims 
of racist arson attacks after petrol was found 
doused around both their homes and the garden 
of one home was piled up with litter. 
(Birmingham Post 1.3.85.) 


IMMIGRATION 





Ayse Halil 


All 32 Labour Euro-MPs have signed a petition 
calling on the Home Office to allow Ayse Halil 
back into Britain. She was deported earlier this 
year but left her British-born sons here in the 
care of relatives. Mrs Halil’s case is to go before 
the European Court of Human Rights. (South 
London Press 15.3.85.) 


Nibedita Tarat 


After protests from Tory MP Colin Moynihan, 
Home Office Minister David Waddington has 
allowed Mrs Nibedita Tarat to remain 
indefinitely in the country. She had been barred 
from entering Britain after immigration officials 
claimed she did not have the necessary 
documents when she flew in with her husband 
who already had indefinite leave to stay. 
(Deptford & Peckham Mercury 21.3.85.) 


The Aslam family 


An Asian family living in Manchester have won 
their battle to remain in Britain. Relatives of Mr 
and Mrs Aslam and their three small children set 
up the Asian Family Defence Group which 
received the backing of local MP Gerald 
Kaufman. The family paid special tribute to 
headteacher Mrs Kath Boxer who inspired the 
family to fight against their deportation. 
(Manchester Evening News 6.3.85.) 


Ban on overseas medical staff 


From 1 April immigration rules will be tightened 
to end unrestricted access to Britain of overseas 
doctors and dentists. The new rules, aimed 
particularly at doctors from the new 


Commonwealth and dentists from Australia, 
were announced by Social Services Secretary 
Norman Fowler, who said that the UK was now 
‘self-sufficient’ in its supply of doctors and 
dentists. (Times 27.3.85.) 


Queues used as ‘control’ 


A confidential Home Office briefing to 
ministers, leaked to Guardian, revealed that long 
queues of people claiming a legal right to enter 
Britain from the Indian sub-continent are 
maintained deliberately to regulate numbers. The 
waiting time — almost two years for those 
waiting to enter from Bangladesh — has 
officially been explained as the result of a lack of 
resources. But this briefing makes it clear that 
the delay system is, in fact, a quota mechanism 
which, if acknowledged, would incur the risk of 
legal action in British courts and under the 
European Convention of Human Rights. 
(Guardian 21.3.85.) 


New attack on entry interviews 


The UK Immigration Advisory Service (UKIAS), 
in their oral and written evidence to the 
Commons sub-committee on race relations and 
immigration, said that would-be entrants to 
Britain face ‘police-style interrogation’ from 
immigration officials. Worst off were men 
seeking entry to join their wives or fiancees, who 
face questions on their marital lives of the most 
personal nature. UKIAS were also concerned 
about the long delays in interviewing wives and 
children and the poor provision of the 
interpreting service provided at ports of entry. 
The appeals system was also criticised as being 
designed to run on the cheap and as a result, 
many people were detained for days or even 
weeks without information about their positions. 
(Guardian 19.3.85.) 


Test case lost 


A test case by an Indian citizen which challenged 
the Government’s right to question Asian 
immigrants about the purpose of their intended 
marriages, was dismissed in the Divisional 
Court. Mr Vinod Bhatia, whose case was taken 
up by UKIAS, had applied for a judicial review 
of a Home Office immigration tribunal decision 
refusing him entry because the primary purpose 
of his intended marriage was to obtain settlement 
in Britain. UKIAS plans to appeal against the 
decision and take the case to the European Court 
of Human Rights if necessary. (Guardian 4.4.85) 


Deportation campaign victory 


Tyneside shopkeeper Mr Arshad Javed, has won 
his battle against Home Office attempts to 
deport him. They claimed that his four year old 
marriage to his English-born wife was purely to 
enable him to stay in England. The couple have 
two young children and a mortgage and run a 
small supermarket together. The Home Office’s 
decision to deport him was reversed following a 
well supported campaign of mass petitioning 
backed by local MPs. Mr Javed has lost two 
previous appeals, and his legal costs will come to 
well over £9,000. (Newcastle Evening Chronicle 
24.1.85.) 


‘Black bastard’ not racial abuse 


An industrial tribunal has ruled that calling a 
person a black bastard is not racial abuse. The 
tribunal rejected claims of unfair dismissal and 
racial discrimination from Mr Zedekiah Mills 
who was sacked from his job at Austin Rover’s 
Longbridge plant in Birmingham after he hit a 
foreman who called him a black bastard. A one- 
week strike followed the sacking. The tribunal 
criticised the company for failing to take 
disciplinary action against the foreman. (Daily 
Mail 1.4.85.)
